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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 -3 and 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by Hassinen et al (USP 6,447,646). Hassinen et al discloses a scraper blade holding 
device comprising a cover plate 14 and a base plate 30, the cover plate 14 and base 
plate 30 are pivotable relative to one another about an axis formed by a bearing tube 
26, finger devices fastened to the cover plate 14 in the front region of the cover plate 14, 
the bearing tub 26 is a component of the base plate 30 and the bearing tube 26 is 
arranged in the end of the base plate 30 facing the finger device, wherein the cover 
plate 14 is connected to a tube 17 and the bearing tube 26 is positioned within the tube 
17 and rotateable relative thereto, hoses 20 and 20' arranged in the inner regions 21 
and 21 ' between the base plate 30 and the cover plate 14, an end region of a scraper 
blade 10 is insertable between the cover plate 14 and the finger device (note Fig. 1 , 4, 
col. 2, line 66 to col. 3, line 53). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hassinen et al (USP 6,447,646). Hassinen et al discloses the claimed invention as 
above. Hassinen et al does not disclose expressly first spring plate fastened to the 
base plate and supported on the cover plate. At the time the invention was made, it 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to use spring plate in stead of a hose fastened to a cover plate and supported on a 
base plate because Applicant has not disclosed that a spring plate provides an 
advantage, is used for a particular purpose, or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary 
skill in the art, furthermore, would have expected the hose of Hassinen et al and 
Applicant's invention to perform equally well with a hose or a spring plate because both 
would perform the same function of support the cover plate on the base plate. 
Therefore, it would have been prima facie obvious to modify to obtain the invention as 
specified in claim 10 because such a modification would have been considered a mere 
design consideration which fails to patentably distinguish over the prior art of Hassinen 
etal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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7. Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 10-15 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
